To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Greenfield  in  the  County 
of  Hillsborough,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said  Greenfield 
on  Tuesday,  the  ninth  day  of  March,  next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in 
the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

Art.  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations 
of  the  same. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  one  or  more  and  not  exceeding  three  highway 
agents  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  4.  To  hear  reports  of  the  Selectmen,  Road  Agents,  Treas- 
urer, Overseer  of  the  Poor,  Library  Trustees  and  other  Town 
Officers  and  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  support  of  the  Public  Library,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  Memorial  Day  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  hire  a  sum  of  money  to  pay  town  debts  or  take  any  action  rela- 
tive thereto. 


Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State  Aid  for 
construction  of  Class  II  road,  known  as  Forest  Road,  raise  and 
appropriate  or  set  aside  for  said  purpose  the  sum  of  $745.50  against 
the  State  sum  of  $1,490.00  or  for  Class  V  road  calhng  for  $501.48 
against  the  State  sum  of  $2,005.91,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  $200.00 
to  be  spent  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Forestry  and  Recreation 
Department  for  the  control  of  white  pine  blister  rust  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto.

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $350.00  to  gravel  and  tar  the  road  from  Mrs.  Mason's 
to  Hopkins'  Mill,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $950.00  to  buy  one  Automobile  Chassis  and  equipment 
including  two  30-foot  ladders  and  one  200-gallon  booster  tank 
and  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  take  immediate  action  or  to  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  purchase  land  of  Joseph  F.  Conant  situated 
between  Pond  road  and  Zephyr  Lake  and  Forest  Road  and  Zephyr 
Lake,  to  be  used  as  a  public  bathing  beach,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  require  all  new  roof 
covering  to  be  of  fire  resisting  composition  within  the  confines 
of  the  village  or  anywhere  in  the  township  when  the  buildings 
on  two  distinct  properties  are  within  200  yards  of  each  other,  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. 


Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $50.00  to  be  spent,  if  necessary,  in  engineering  fees 
relative  to  studying  the  cost  of  the  public  water  system.  Any 
unexpended  balance  to  go  into  general  town  funds,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $50.00  to  be  spent  by  the  Cemetery  Trustees  in  fixing 
up  the  village  Cemetery,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  general 
Cemetery  Trust  Fund,  the  principal  to  be  obtained  by  gifts  and 
from  the  sale  of  all  lots  in  Greenvale  Cemetery  from  this  time 
forward.  The  income  only  to  be  spent  and  that  for  any  purpose 
whatsoever  in  connection  with  the  cemeteries  and  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Cemetery  Trustees,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  its  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance by  striking  out  the  words  "three  square  feet"  in  Section 
III  A-8  and  "four  square  feet"  in  Section  III  B-6  and  substitut- 
ing therefor  "six  square  feet",  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  turn  over  all  trust  funds 
belonging  to  the  town,  whether  for  the  Cemetery,  Library  or 
any  other  purpose  to  the  trustees  of  trust  funds,  and  the  trustees 
of  trust  funds  to  be  properly  bonded  at  the  expense  of  the  Town 
of  Greenfield,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  THE  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Greenfield: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

Supervision 
There  has  been  no  major  change  in  the  general  plan  of  super- 
vision from  that  of  previous  years.  The  results  of  the  standard- 
ized tests  are  used  with  more  effectiveness  as  we  gain  in  the  under- 
standing of  the  meaning  of  test  results  and  methods  of  utilizing 
them  to  improve  instruction.  The  outstanding  illustration  of 
this  gain  the  past  year  is  in  the  fields  of  Reading  and  Spelling. 
When  tests  showed  weakness  in  the  reading  skills,  and  particular- 
ly in  the  knowledge  of  the  exact  meaning  of  words,  we  shifted  the 
emphasis  in  methods  of  teaching  reading  to  meet  the  situation. 
This  weakness  carried  over  also  into  spelling  abilities,  and  we  have 
made  a  change  in  the  spelling  system,  introducing  a  new  type  of 
textbook  which  is  a  combination  of  spelling  and  word  study.  These 
have  been  in  use  approximately  two  months  and  the  improvement 
in  spelling  is  noticeable  already  by  comparison  with  work  of  the 
preceding  months.  Standardized  tests  in  the  spring  and  next  fall 
will  indicate  the  extent  to  which  we  have  overcome  the  weak- 
nesses, and  will  point  the  way  to  future  procedure. 


Teachers  and  Salaries 
The  surplus  of  qualified  teachers  which  existed  during  the  years 
of  the  depression  has  very  largely  disappeared.  There  is  almost 
a  scarcity  of  good  primary  teachers  and  no  more  than  the  normal 
surplus  of  upper  grade  teachers.  This  situation  has  accelerated 
the  rate  at  which  teachers'  salaries  are  being  restored  to  their 
former  levels,  from  the  reduced  salaries  that  prevailed  in  the  past 
five  years. 


Repairs  and  Improvements 
The  completion  of  the  improvements  started  last  year  have  been 
very  much  appreciated  in  the  grammar  room  where  the  new  black- 
board was  installed  at  the  front,  a  new  steel  ceiling  erected  and 
the  whole  room  redecorated.  The  school  rooms  are  now  in  very 
good  condition.  The  addition  of  a  fire  escape  has  removed  the 
fire  hazard  both  for  any  group  of  people  that  might  occupy  the 
upper  hall  and  the  children  in  the  primary  room  in  case  fire  should 
break  out.  Provision  for  the  payment  of  the  note  covering  the 
cost  of  the  fire  escape  appears  in  a  separate  article  in  the  warrant. 
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Budget  for  1937-1938 
The  estimates  for  next  school  year  differ  very  sHghtly  from  esti- 
mates presented  a  year  ago  except  in  the  following  items.  Health 
supervision  has  increased  to  $150  with  the  promise  from  the  state 
to  make  up  the  difference  in  additional  state  aid.  This  plan  is  in 
operation  at  the  present  time.  Transportation  is  estimated  at 
the  same  figure  as  this  year's  actual  cost,  one  route  that  was  pro- 
vided for  in  last  year's  budget  having  been  found  to  be  unneces- 
sary this  year.  The  reduction  of  $100  in  the  estimate  for  high 
school  tuition  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  some  pupils  have 
dropped  out.  The  total  amount  required  for  these  estimated  ex- 
penditures is  $617  less  than  last  year's  estimate.  A  special  article 
in  the  warrant,  however,  calls  for  an  addition  of  $268  to  pay  the 
note  (with  accrued  interest)  authorized  last  March  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  fire  escape. 


State  Aid 
The  total  approved  expenditures  for  "support  of  schools"  (state 
aid  items)  last  year  was  $3,565.67;  the  amount  of  the  $5  tax  was 
$3,343.17  and  the  state  aid  check  received  (on  the  budget  of  the 
previous  year)  was  $680.69.  That  is,  Greenfield  actually  received 
from  the  state  $458.19  more  than  was  needed  to  meet  the  approved 
expenditures;  and  this  amount  stands  as  a  balance  due  the  state. 
This  is  a  larger  amount  than  is  needed  in  state  aid  for  the  current 
year,  so  there  will  be  no  allotment  of  state  aid  on  this  year's  ac- 
count.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

The  routine  inspection  of  each  pupil's  hair,  scalp,  teeth,  skin, 
posture  and  general  hygiene  began  with  the  opening  of  the  school 
year. 

The  following  defects  were  found  by  Dr.  Cheever  when  the 
annual  examination  was  made  in  June:

Thirty-two  school  visits  were  made.  Seven  treatments  were  given 
for  sores. 

Thirty-two  home  visits  were  made  to  give  instruction  in  the  care 
and  treatment  of  communicable  diseases,  to  follow  up  defects  and 
encourage  parents  to  take  advantages  of  the  opportunities  offered 
through  the  clinics  for  the  treatment  and  correction  of  their  chil- 
dren's defects. 

The  beneficial  results  of  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  milk  furnished 
through  the  school  during  the  past  three  years  is  seen  in  the  gen- 
erally improved  health  of  the  children. 

During  childhood  the  growth,  development  and  health  of  the 
teeth  is  dependent  more  upon  proper  nutrition  than  any  other 
factor.  A  balanced  diet  which  includes  adequate  amounts  of 
vitamins  A,  D  and  C  must  be  given  if  we  expect  to  obtain  results. 
Cod  Liver  Oil  now  being  served  in  the  homes  and  in  the  school  is  the 
best  source  of  vitamins  A  and  D.  Oranges,  tomatoes,  raw  cab- 
bage and  other  raw  fruits  and  vegetables  are  rich  in  vitamin  C. 

In  addition  to  good  nutrition  the  teeth  must  be  kept  clean.  As 
soon  as  several  baby  teeth  appear  they  should  be  cleansed  with  a 
little  cotton  on  a  toothpick,  or  a  small  soft  brush,  to  remove  par- 
ticles of  food  from  between  and  around  them,  as  they  decay  very 
easily.  If  through  carelessness  or  oversight  a  cavity  appears  it 
should  be  filled  immediately. 

The  presence  in  the  mouth  of  decayed  and  abscessed  teeth  in- 
creases the  susceptibility  to  communicable  diseases  and  undoubt- 
edly helps  to  infect  tonsils,  cause  enlarged  glands,  digestive  dis- 
orders and  many  other  troubles.  The  first  teeth  neglected  or 
removed  too  soon  will  spoil  the  appearance  of  the  permanent  set 
and  should  never  be  removed  without  the  advice  of  your  dentist. 
Much  suffering  both  physical  and  mental  would  be  prevented  if 
the  teeth  were  properly  cared  for  from  early  childhood. 
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I  thank  the  school  officials,  teachers,  parents,  pupils  and  others 
who  have  shown  interest  and  given  their  support  to  the  health 
work  in  the  school  and  community.
